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FOOTBALL AT K. H. S. IN 1942 


On November 18th, one of the worst seasons in the history of football at Key- 
ser high school was brought to a close. 


Coach Bob Kyle was late in getting the call out for the boys interested in the 
grid sport, but after a few days in Keyser, he had them out. The squad was light 
in some places and heavy in others. The boys lacked experience. 


After three weeks of practice, Coach Kyle sent the scrappy Tornado outfit out 
against the heavier Parsons Panthers.

The following week the boys journeyed to Cumberland for a battle with the 
Campers of Allegany high. Due to the fact that the Marylanders were heavier and 
had it all over the Kylemen in experience, the lads from K. H. S. put up a good 
scrap before tasting defeat for the second straight time to the tune of 45-0. 


Because of an open date on October 9, and weather conditions a week later, the 
Kylemen had to wait until October 23rd to play another game. ‘Thomas high was

4 Stead. After a hard-fought scrap, the eae from K.H:S, lost-their third game in a 
row: Alumni 7; Keyser 0. 


The next game of the season was played at Romney. Here the Kylemen were up 
against a heavy outfit and the defending Conference champions. After a bruising, 
hard-fought battle, the Tornado gave way to the Romney onslaught. The score of 
that game was 34-0. 


Two weeks later the Keyser gridders took a trip to Moorefield to meet the heav- 
ier and more experienced Yellow Jacket eleven. It was in this game that the Keyser 
gridders took the worst beating in the history of the school, losing to the strong and 
formidable Moorefield machine to the tune of 60-0. 
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Next was the second home game of the season. This contest was played with 
LaSalle of Cumberland. After a hard battle the lads: from Cumberland walked off 
the field with a 24-0 victory. 


November 18th saw the Golden Tornado- close the season with their lone vic- 
tory—a 13-7 decision over Ridgeley. Both teams played a brilliant game, both of- 
fensively and on the defense, before the Keyserites gained the triumph. 


The Golden Tornado’s grid machine of 1942 might not have been as good as 
those in years gone by, but the boys tried hard-and deserve lots of credit. Captain 
Dick Davie, who is now in the Navy, was given honorable mention on both the Po- 
tomac Valley Conference and State all-star squads.
